Thomas, alias Dean, alias James Mitchell, 
THE BURGLAR AND MURDERER. 


The Coffee House Robbery— Disposal of the plun-

Having completed their robbery of the coffee 

house and store at Columbus, as described in 

our last chapter, the burglars fled from the town, 
and having reached Edenburg, a town about 
five miles distant, at the break of day, they 
withdrew into a wood to examine their plunder. 

It was contained in three pocket books, which, 

besides the amount of $300 in all, contained a 

great many papers. Withdrawing the former 

and dividing it between them, the rogues com- 
pleted the operation by carefully hiding the 
latter. 

Finding himself in pessession of a round sum 
of money, the professional exterprise of Mr. 
Thomas suffered a temporary relaxation, aud in 
the new consequence that always follows the 
possession of wealth in vulgar minds, he be- 
thought him afresh of the barbarities and indig- 
nities which had been inflicted upon him by 
Robeson in the Frankfort prison, and resolved 
to proceed at once to consummate the vow of 
blood that he had taken while suffering at his 
hands. ‘‘ My heart burned with the most deadly 
revenge,” says the Confession. ‘‘One great 
object of my continual efforts at getting money 
was to go to Frankfort and take his life. 
bent on this.” 

Having settled upon his fell purpose, Thomas 
told Jarvis that they must return to Louisville, 
where, with the money they now had in hand, 
they could equip themselves with good horses 
and every thing necessary for exploits on the 
highway. It was on this pretext that he direct- 
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ed his accomplice to purchase for him, when 
they got there, a good pair of pistols; for, as 
he remarks himself, ‘‘I did not wish him to 
know what use [ was going to put the pistols to, 
because I would not entrust such a secret to any 
man.” 

Having come tothe determination to return 
to Louisville, the rogues immediately started, 
and making a circuit through the woods, 
emerged into the road again about 17 miles be- 
low Columbus. Having paused several hours 
to avoid passing by daylight through a small 
town that laid in their road to Madison, they 
resumed their journey at ten o’clock in the night 
and proceeded on till within about twelve miles 
of Madison. Wearied with fatigue and pinch- 
ed by hunger, they then for the first time, ven- 
tured to show themselves, and to stop at a house 
of entertaiment for a breakfast. Being thus re- 
freshed they started on again, and taking the 
railroad track trudged boldly along until they 
arrived within six miles of their destination.— 
But a trouble was brewing behind them. There 
had been other robbers to work in that very 
vicinity on the previous evening, and the loss of 
two fine horses by this last party, following as 
it did the exploit upon the coffee house at Co- 
lumbus on the previous evening by our two ac- 
quaintances, had set the whole vicinity on fire. 
The haggard, worn, and suspicious appear ance 
of Thomas and Jarvis, had attracted particular 
attention at the inn where they had got their 
breakfast, and in about an hour after their de- 
parture, it was universally agreed that they must 
be the robbers who had been guilty of the late 
offences. This conclusion having been arrived 
at, a party, both on horseback and on foot set 
out to overtake them. 

A gentleman on horseback who had outrode 
the rest of the pursurers, first came in sight of 
the two burglar’s as they were contentedly 
rudging along the track, and speaking to some 





wood choppers who were passing by, he briefly 
explained to them that he should need their as- 
sistence. Then galloping up to the robbers, he 
told them that a store had been broken open in 
Columbus two nights before, and that they were 
suspected to be the robbers. Thomas vehe- 
mently denied the imputation, and stated that 
he had never been at Columbus in his life, but 
perceiving as he was talking, that the wood 
choppers kept crowding closer upon them, he 
thrust his hand into his bosom, and drawing 
out a double barrelled, but unloaded pistol, 
threatened to blow out the brains of the first 
man who approachedany nearer. Then, taking 
advantage of the sudden surprise which this oc- 
casioned, the rascals took to the woods, while 
the wood cutters, who were not afraid of their 
backs, followed them pell-mell. 

The first thing which struck Thomas after 
having commenced his flight, was the necessity 
of getting rid of the stolen property. Passing 
the commer of a field, he jerked the wallet, con- 
taining some $130 in notes, through the hedge, 
and having jumped a fence at some distance fur- 
ther on, he pretended to fall upon the other side, 
but while in this position, managed to thrust a 
shot bag containing a quantity of silver under 
it. Jarvis followed thisexample with his booty, 
but the bundle containing the stolen coat was 
too large to be secretly disposed of, and it was 
consequently discovered and picked up by the 
pursuers. By this time the fugitives were 
through the narrow skirt of wood and were 
again in the open fields. Perceiving no chance 
for the escape of both, and believing that it 
would be safer for himself to be taken alone 
than to allow Jarvis to be caught and operated 
upon as a State’s evidence, Thomas darted up to 
him and exclaimed,—“‘ Run on and clear your- 
self, and I’ll keep these hounds at bay to give you 
a good start. They’ll fina nothing on me to 
convict, but if I do not come home soon, you 


must send a friend.and some toola to. me at Co- 
lumbus, so that I.can break out... And now run 
for your life.” cS 

Having said thie, Thomas slackeried hie pace, 
but he laid directly in his companion’s® trail, so 
as to completely cover his retreat. When his 
pursuers neared him and were justupon his 
heels, he suddenly turned round and bys’ 
threatening motion again put them all’ at bay. * 
Some of the party who were most afraid of the 
pistol and the robber’s formidable size, then 
tried to diverge and follow his companion, but; « 
by darting from side to side, Thomas baffled’ 
them all, and only surrendered himself when 
the arrival of the pursuer on horseback render-" 
ed all further attempts at flight or opposition” 
useless. Perceiving then that his accomplice 
had secured a retreat to another body of woods 
at some distance off, and was already out of 
sight, the bold and skilful desperado came for- 
ward with a laugh and delivered himself up. 

He was taken to Madison, but while felici- 
tating himself om his arrival in that prises with 
his address in securing Jarvis’s escape, he had 
the mortification to eee him brought in ese 
| prisoner, and to hear that the wallet which he’ 
' had jerked underneath the hedge, and the coat. 
cast away by Jarvis, had been found, atid ‘that? 
consequently, the evidence against them: wer 
complete. Jarvis had been caught by his own 
mismanagement. He had start enough end to 
spare, but by some means he lost his: wey in. 
the wood, and in groping out, came upén the 
railroad, and in sight of his pursuers, just as: 
they had given up the chase and wére returfi-. 
ing. The next day, both were tramsferred to. 
Columbus and lodged in jail to awaitrial. 

Being informed by his attorney that there 
wasno possibility of an acquittal, Thomas be~ 
took himself te the:viflsia’s last chanee to de— 
fraud the law, to wit: by compromise } and i+ 
quired of his counsel, if, as this was their first 
offence, an acknowledgment of guilt, and ii-’ 
formation as to where tlre balance of the meney 
and papers could be found, would be likely to 
obtain for them a lighter sentence. This led to 
a conference with the owner, and as the papers 
were ascertained to be valuable, the etranage- 
ment was consummated. The proposition was 
made to the Court on Saturday and they ad- 
journed till Monday following, to enable the 
prisoners to fulfil their promises. They were 
then remanded back to jail. 

There were two parties, who were interested 
in this expected revelation—the owner and 
the claimants of the reward which had been 
offered by him; and the latter were divided be- 
tween those who had arrested the rogues on the 
highway, and the officers at Columbus, who 
were intriguing for a claim through a direct 
restitution of .the property. The first who ap- 
preached the burglars for their confession on 
their retiring from the Court, were the parties 
who had arrested them, and who made their © 
application ata blacksmith shop on the way to 
the jail where the prisoners had stopped fore 
few minutes to have the irons put on them. 
Jarvis, thinking in his simplicity, that nothing 
now remained but to give a description of the 
whereabouts of the money, was about to un- 
bosom himeelf entirely; when Thomas, more ex- 
perienced, suddenly hushed him up with ’@ ‘sign, 
and remarked that it would be time enough to 
make those statements when they’ got to the 
jail; adding to his companion in an under tone 
—** Why, Ike, you’re a fool! Don’t you hear 
those fellows complaining that they hav’nt got a 
cent for their trouble, and don’t you see too that 
if we tell them were to find the swag, they’ll 





keep every cent of it, and we’ll get the devil to 
eat for deceiving the Court? Now don’t you 
for heaven’s sake say another word, but leave 
the arrangement of the whole affair with 
me !” 

After the prisoners were in jail, the party that 
apprehended them came and asked them again 
where the pocket books and papers were hid- 





den, when, making Jarvis a sign of silence,

the sheriff of the county, ghd gave him the true 






direction. t was, that the sheriff got 
the propert ‘the robbers, in exchange, re- 
ceived buttwe years imprisonment in the Indi- 
ana St On their arrival there, they 


nized, by an assistant keeper 
ho’ m at Frankfort, as old convicts of 
the Frankfort prison, who laughed not alittle at 
thevidwa that they should have received eo light 
a sentence, on the ground that the crime of 
which they were convicted was their first of- 
feace. In the second year of his imprisonment, 
Jarvis was fortunate enough to make his escape, 
but Thomas served his full time out, and was 
released on the let April, 18144. He went home 
to Louisville, and selecting a boarding house, 
sat himself down to make observations. In 
a few. days he was fortunate enough to secure 
an accomplice in an old acquaintance, who 
gladly embraced the opportunity of forming a 
professional connection with so distinguished a 
*exoesman.”” This fellow, whose name was 
Madden, could not be called a professional 
** gommayf,”” though he had occasionally dab- 
bled.-imto; small pilferings from his employers, 
and had, from.a loose course of life, been the fre- 
quent companion of thieves in those low resorts, 
where the gross spirits of large populations con- 
gregate incommon. Thomas, therefore, found 
no) difficulty in tutoring him to his mystery. 
He.commenced his course of instruction by giv- 
ing-him a.lesson in highway robbery, in which 
they relieved a stranger of several dollars and a 
lever. watch; and followed it up with three suc- 
cessive burglaries in the same week. Madden, 
however, instead of being. encouraged, like 
Thomas,-by this success, sickened at the utter 
depth of iafamy in which he found himself so 
suddenly plunged; and being shocked, more- 
over, at the cool manner in which his hardened 
companion spoke of disposing of human life, in 
case of necessity, he resolved to abandon a 
course of life which gave him no prospect but 
the gallows. 

Sait yourself,” said the burglar, in reply to 
the new sesolution of the amateur, “suit your- 
self, Bob.”. ‘‘ You would make a good hand if 
you’d stick to the profession, and take a pride 
in it; but it’s net my wish to persuade you one 
‘way or.another. Every man knows his own 
-mind, and, should follow it if he can. It’s no 
more then right that I should say ¢his, though, 
end that is, if- you want to turn back, now’s 
your. only chance; for now you aint known ; 
but..if you, once get ‘‘spotted” or convicted, 
you're sold to the service forever. 

Having, listened to this exordium, the young 
man persisted in his resolution, end shaking 
his. felon-preceptor’s hand, took leave of him 
forever. 

Thomas. was. now thrown upon his own re 
sources ; and apparently by way of convincing 
himself of his profeesional independence, he 
entered three stores in the same week, by him- 
self, and then, at the end of that time, set out 
for Cincinnati for a holiday. Here, after plung- 
ing into the dissipations of the town, and spend- 
ing all his. money, he formed a new professional 
connection with an adroit English pickpocket, 
that led to several successful robberies—at the 
end of which they set out together to Lexington, 
Ky., ta attend the races. Having arrived in 
Lexington on Monday afternoon, (the day be- 
fore the races,) they signalized their arrival at 
their hotel, by robbing one of the lodgers, a poor 
journeyman hatter, the same night. The hat- 
ter slept in the same room with them, and 
having been made stupid with drink, his clothes 
were taken from under his head, and emptied 

of every thing of value. When the poor fellow 

woke up in the morning, he stated that he had 
been robbed of three $20 notes and seven dol- 
lars.in other money—that he was poor, and was 
then on @ tramp looking for work. Touched 
by the poor fellow’s distresses, the two thieves 
assisted him assiduously in his search for his 
lost property, and finally lent him enough to pay 
his bill at the hotel. At this last evidence of 
sympatly and generosity, the gratitude of the 
poor fellow was unbounded. 

On the second day of the races, the English 


thief picked a pocket during the excitement of 
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pistol shot whizzed past his ear, and he had not ° 
gone twenty yards further, before another shot 
followed ; finally he was brought up all standing . 
at the gate, which was closed, and under the 
care of an officer, who at once took him in 
charge. The Englishman had disappeared at 
the first symptom of alarm. 

Having been kept in the custody of the officer 
until the race was over, Thomas found no diffi-

Nothing was now left but the common 
resource of all rogues—straw bail. Thomas, 
though he had never yet availed himself of it, 
well knew the advantages of the system, and 
being driven to it by the failure of all other 
means, he now offered $50 for a bondsman. 
This it appears was readily accepted by the at- 
torney himself, and the rogue was turned loose 
again by the very direct agency of his legal 
friend.

Just as he had been released, however, an 
advertisement was published in Lexington, an- 
nouncing a horrid murder near.Louisville, and 
offering a reward for the arrest of the perpetra- 
tor, whom it then described. This description, 
singularly enough, applied to Thomas exactly, 
and immediately after the publication of the 
card he was arrested on the charge, and again 
placed in the jail. The burglar was indignant 
in relation to this proceeding, in exact propor- 
tion to his innocence, and to prove his guiltless- 
ness, proposed to go onto Louisville, in irons 
if they pleased, and confront all the witnesses 
in the case; but the authorities did not feel 
disposed to take his word, and he was obliged 
to content himself to await the arrival of the 
Louisville officers at Lexington. This took 
place, however, in three or four days afterwards, 
and the witnesses who came with the officers 
not recognizing him, he wasreleased. Determin- 
ed now to make the most of his liberty, Thom- 
as, in company with his pal, left town in an 
hour after his discharge, and started off in the 
direction of Cincinnati. Having arrived at 
Higginsfort in their route, they selected a store 
for the trial of their nefarious skill, and opening 
it with one of the skeletons in possession of 
Thomas, they rifled it of twelve or fourteen 
hundred dollars worth of goods, which they 
conveyed to a field about a mile and a half back 
of the town. Having done this, they went to 
the landing, and loosing a skiff, shoved it down 
the river, for the purpose of misleading the pur- 
suit, and then retired to the woods, to wait for

THE INCEST CASE. 


Alleged Facest of a Father upon his Two Daugh- 
ters—Brutal Abuse of and Lascivious At- 
tempts upon @ Third—Flight or Concealment 
of one of the Daughters to avoid Investigation— 
Examination and Testimony of the Son— 
Wonderful and Horrible Detavs. 


RECAPITULATION. 


We gave in our last week’s paper a full and 
aubolen report.of the testimony, taken up to 
the time, in. the of Daniel Burtnett, a 
wealthy butcher of $12 Bowery, who stands 
charged with the annatural and revolting crime 
of incest upon his own

That investigation comprised, at the time of 


our going. to press, the of about of Mrs, Jane 
A Wald ll, a widow of about 27 years of age, 
and Almira Bartnett, a girl of 18, both daughters 


of the accased; and likewice the testimony of 
Alexander Stewart a police officer, and el 
H. Burtnett, the son of the accused, who makes 
the complaint, and on whose account the two 
above daughters appear and testify. 

ts. Waddell testified to repeated attempts 
by her father upon her, from the: age of fifteen to 
the period of her marriage,.and to eeveral eim- 
ilar advances afterwards, up to within a few 
months of the above complaint. 

She stated that at the early age of fifteen years, 
before her mother’s death, aud while she was 
living under her father’s roof, he made several 
attempta at criminal intercourge with her; but 
she thinks that none were successful at that 
period. Her mother died about this time, and 
in seven months afterwards the father married 
a Miss Eliza C. Bertholf, as his second wife. 
By the first marriage he had ten children—four 

itla and six boys, one of which is deceased. 

the second wife he hashad seven children. 
After the second marriage of her father, she 
stated that she married Allen Waddell, without 


from her fathe:’s,attem ted intimacy, and other 
evils arising from domeetic causes in his fami- 
ly. During her marriage she does not recollect 
that her father attempted any liberties with her; 
bnt upon her return to his house, after the death 
of her husband, he renewed them, and was suc- 
cessful, so far as his own desires were concern- 
ed, and continued to repeat the offence at vari- 
ous times during the past several yeare, both at 
his own house, and at various other places 
where she boarded, after having left his premi- 
ses. That in all these attempts she resisted his 
advances, but refrained from alarming the in- 
mates of the premises, for fear of exposing her- 
self and her father. She alleges that she com- 
municated his acts to her brother, Daniel H. 
Burtnett, and also to her step-mother. ; 
After detailing the above particulars with 
many others io broad for publication, she was 
closely cross-examined by N. B. Blunt, Esq. 
coun-el for the father, during which she state 
that the last attempt made upon her person by 
her father was about fourteen months since. 
‘That in several instances she had threatened to 
expose him, when he said if she did ‘‘he would 
killher.” That all the attempts upon her person, 
during the several years, were made while she 
was standing upon the floor, with but one ex- 
ception, which was on the bed. In August, 
simnmer before last, while his family were at 
King Bridge, he sent for her to come to his 
house, stating that he was sick; she refused, 
from fear, but finally went at the request of 
Dr. Samuel Sargeant, and the father then suc- 
ceeded in his desires. She farther stated that

has been obliged to keep ali the doors of his 
house locked for the last six months, and to 
bring his little children into his own chamber, 
for fear their lives would be taken during the 
night ; that on Saturday previous to this charge, 
a sword-cane was found in his house, which, 
upon examination, was supposed to have been 
very recently sharpened, and that said cane was 
afterwards claimed by a gentleman who was 
paying attention to his daughter Almira. (His 
statement then goeson tocharge Danie] H. Burt- 
nett, the son, with having cost -him heavy 
amounts for bills which he had ¢ontracted in 
his own and in deponent’s name—with abstract- 
ing his money, with instigating his sister Jane 
Ann against him, and with defaming him and 
his family.) That his son had also tried, six 
months ago, to poison the public mind, in rela- 
tion to some dreadful developments he was 
about to make ; that Daniel] H., Jane Ann, and 
Almira, have frequently threatened to bring him 
before the Seventh-street Methodist Church, 
of which he was a member, and that he had ad- 
vised them to do so ; has been afraid to go out 
in the evening, and has even came out of his 
church before the congregation was dismissed, 
for fear of jeopardizing his life by staying late. 
Jane Ann has cost him over $1,000, by her ex- 
travagance, since her marriage. That on the 
Saturday on which thig charge was made, he 
was sent for in relation to some threats made 
by Almira to her mother-in-law ; she put her 
fingers in his face, as in defiance, and he took 
hold of her wrists, and pushed her up against 

the wall, and held her there; that when he re- 
leased her, she rolled up her sleeves, showed the 
red marks, and said she would go to the Police

CaritaL Puntsnment.—We present on our 
outside a striking representation of the alterna- 
tive of the Death Penalty. 

We have abstained all along from entering 
into an argument on the subject of Capital Pun- 
ishment, because it did not appear to us to be 
necessary that we should add our testimony to 
the already preponderating force of public opin- 
ion in the affirmative; but we are free to say 
that we are in favor of its abolition:— 

First—because all experience has shown its 
inexpediency, and numerous recent cases prove 
the impossibility of awarding justice to atro- 
cious criminals, from the refusal of juries to con- 
vict to death ; and 

SeconpLy—because as no human tribunals 
are perfect in their judgments; they have no 
right to inflict a penalty, which, if proved to be 
unjust, is beyond their reach and remedy. 

It isan insult to the attributes ofthe Almighty, 
who alone can claim to be perfect in his decrees, 
to set up a barrier against eventual justice. Ifa 
criminal be condemned to perpetual chains, he 
can be released when his innocence is made 
manifest; if he be deprived unjustly of his prep- 
erty, it may be restored; but if you pluck out 
his eyes, as urged by the novelist of France, or 
if you take away his life, as authorized by our 
own relentless statute, you place him beyond 
help, hope, redemption or redress. 

No human tribunal has a right to make a ‘in 
cree which cannot be redressed or recalled by 
any human power; and if a single innocent man 
has been executed by law since the creation of 
the world, the rule that warrants it, is monstrous 
and stands in derogation of the highest attributes 
of Heaven. Any system is monstrous by which 
an innocent man can die ! 


These are our motives of opposition to Capi- 
tal Punishment.

speculation in police circles, as well as in the 
mind of the public at large. 

Though we have detailed the circumstances 
of this remarkable operation pretty faithfully 
before, it will not be amise to refer to them 
again, more particularly as recent revelations 
appear to warrant their brief recapitulation. 

In November last the express of Messrs. 
Livingston & Wells, of this city, was robbed 
at Rochester, of some $34,000. In the course 
of the last three months, certain officers of 
Philadelphia and ef New York, secretly ar- 
rested Jim Webb, the celebrated burglar (whose 
history is to be found under our ‘“ Lives of the 
Felons ;’’) and Doctor Hatch, and Charles Har- 
rington, two other equally notorious profession- 
al rogues ; and after squeezing a portion of the 
plunder from them and returning enough thereof 
to quiet the losers, turned the rascals adrift to 
commit new depredations, for the benefit of 
themselves, or of such of the police as might 
thereafter be fortunate enough to become their 
stewards in the settlement of their subsequent 
offences. 

Now we do not feel stringently disposed to 
condemn Messrs. Livingston & Wells for en- 
deavoring to recover a portion of their losses by 
agreeing to this description of arrangement, but 
we do most unqualifiedly denounce and con- 
demn the conduct of sworn officers of the law, 
who prostitute their authority to the service of 
crime, and make themselves, by their instru- 
mentality in these infamous compromises, the 
agents, nay, the very stewards of the thieves for 
the secret settlement of their offences. 

It has been well said that the true busi- 
ness of a police officer isto let thieves go, 1n- 
stead of bringing them in, and the history of the 
above case goes very far towards strengthening 
the assertion into an axiom; and it might as 
well also be said, in connection with it, that it 
is the duty of the head of police to promptly re- 


of such dishonest and illegal practices. If trans- 
actions like the above are to be tolerated, and 
thieves who have committed a great offence 
against The People are to be released ona secret 
bargain by interested private individuals, we 
might as well abolish our courts at once; let 
the fraternity of robbers loose upon society, 
and then allow the hounds of the police hunt them 
down and squeeze them tc their hearts content, 
for the benefit of themselves and whoever else 
may be concerned. 

If that principle has been adopted in the secret 
settlement of the express robbers, then no wrong 
has been done; but if the old principle which 
recognizes the responsibility of the offenders to 
the law is still in force, then a crime has been 
committed, and the parties concerned in the 
above transaction have been guilty of com- 
pounding a felony.
